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THE ANXIOUS SIDE OF THE 
SITUATION. -

(Daily Presa, 3rd August.) 

There still seems to be a vast amount of 
uncertainty with regard tu the movements 
of the Chinese Imperial Court. On the one 
hand we hear of preparations going on for 
the return of the Imperial family from 
Hsianfu to Peking, and on the other hand 
emphatic contradictions are given to these 
preparations, which, it is snid, are only being 
made in order to throw dust into the eyes 
of the Foreign Ministers, The route to be 
taken by the refugee Court on its return 
journey to the capital has been discussed, 
and is given as follows by one of the Chinese 
papers :—To proceed by land from Hsianfu 
to Linyuankou, a district under the 
jurisdiction of Kaifeng, in Honan; thence 
by boat across the Yellow River to its left 
bank, and from that point by land again to 
Taokou, in the district of Tsinhsien; 
from thence by boat to Techou, on the 
Wei river, Shantung, at its junction with 
from Techou by the 
Grand Canal to Tientsin, and from thence 
by railway to Peking. It is also stated that 
five steam-launches are to be purchased to 
tow the barges of the Imrerial party, both 
up the Wei river and on the Grand Canal, 
and orders have been given to prepare the 
large yamén of the Tribute Grain Transport 
Tao’al in Techou as a temporary palace for 
their Majesties the Emperor Kwana Hsu 
and the Empress Downger, in case they 
should, by 1eason of unpropitious weather, 
or other causes, be compelled to call 
a halt there. This sounds all very plain 
and straightforward, but it does net follow 
that the Court will proceed to commence 
this journey. To any person it would mean 
a somewhat wearisome piéce of travel, and 
to-the luxury-loving inmates of the Imperial 
Court it no doubt seems a really painful 
and even perilous adventure, however 
modified by the rc sources of the Government. 
If it be true, as reported, that much sickness 
now prevails at Hsianfu owing to the 
intense heat and that the Emperor and the 
Empress Dowager are among the sufferers, 
it is possible that Her Majesty may become 
impressed with the desirability of making a

the fact. that hia brother’s accession as a 
Tsar, where a Pu should have been chosen, 
had been against the conscience of the more 
rigid Confucianists. There are, however, 
numerous descerdants in the direct line of 
the Emperor Tao Kwana, any of whom 
might. have a title, in the proper generation 
to the Throne, but so serious has been the 
degeneration of the stock during the present 
century that it is understood that there 
was little room for choice in the case of 
Prince Pu Cuun selected by the Empress. 
Tao Kwana's eldest son, Prince I Wer, is 
represented only by adoption; his fifth is 
represented in the person of the present 
rebel, the infamous Prince Tuan ; his sixth 
is represented hy the present Prince Kuna, 
but neither he nor hig brother is spoken 
of in favourable terms. Going back to an 
earlier generation, there is of ;course Prince 
K’1nxa, but as he belongs to the I genera- 
tion, neither he nor his sou could legally 
succeed. Altogether the succession to the 
disgraced throue of K’snaur is a subject 
beset with difficulties ; and while we must 
acknowledge that its present «ccupant, 
though not. so strong-minded ns is advisable 
to restore the former prestige of the House, 
and unfortunately of rather fragile constitu- 
tion, is yet a clever and well meaning young 
man, it is the best interests of China that 
the title of Crown Prince should bé‘lestowed 
on some prince with a cleaner record than 
the bad-dispositioned son of the infamous 
Tsar I, the present Tuan Stn Wana.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 
RUSSIA AND TIBET. 


—_—-—_ 
(Daily Press, 8th August.) 


In spite of what we have heard of the 
entirely non-political character of the recent 
Tibetan mission to St. Petersburg, we are 
now told in Revrsr's telegram, published 
to-day, that the effect. of the mission is 
already noticeable in the eagerness of the 
Chinese to renew negotiations concerning 
Manchuria. We do not, however, learn 
from any other source that the Chinese are 
“eager "fo renew negotiations about Man- 
¢huria, and it is difficult to see why they 
should he so, Asa matter of fact, it can. 
not be said that the Chinese have at any 
stave shown any wnxiety to negotiate about 
the northern province. A small clique of 
self-seeking politicians, alu.ost entirely 
Manchu, have proved themselves willing to 
listen to Russian advances in the matter, 
and Tr Huna-cuana has displayed his 
usual pro-Russian proclivities. ‘The eayer- 
ness has been all on the side of the Russian 
diplomatists who have taken advantage of 
their sovereign’s peaceful and non-ayuressive 
declarations to make his promises worthless 
in the face of the world. Among the 
Russian public men whose words and 
actions are alwayr worth studying, from the 
fact of the influence which he is kuown to 
possess, Prince UkHTOMaKyY occupies a pro- 
minent place, and certain remarks which 


occurred in a recent article in the Viedomoati 


of St. Petersburg, the Prince's organ, have not 
unnaturally attracted considerable attention. 
The publication of the article was directly 
due to stateinents widely published in the 
Russian Press to the effect that the Tibetan 
Embasay had come on a high political 
mission, and in particular for the purpose 
of bringing about the establishment of a 
permanent Tibetan diplomatic representative 
in St. Petersburg. The article commences 
by remarking upon the extravagant and 
absurd stateinenta of the newspapers with 
regard to the Embassy, and remarks that 
the stories told as ta the prospect of close 
relations between the Duala: Lama and 
Russia are simply impositions on the public, 
and have the further disadvantage of fur- 
nishing England with a pretext for interven- 
tion in Tibet which Russia would find it 
very difficult to prevent. The idle talk of a 
Russian protectorate over Tibet, continues 
the writer, can ouly be productive of barn 
to Russian travellers going to the countey, 
hesides irritating the Chinese, and inciting 
the Anylo-Indian Governinent to a more 
active policy. ‘The only desire of the 
Tibetuns ix to preserve themselves from 
foreiym oinvasion, even the invasion of 
scientific expeditions, ene of which| receutly 
went so far as to shoot twenty-one persons 
in the territory of the Dalai Lama. Before 
the appearance of this article in the Viedo- 
mosti: Prince UKHTOMSKY in said to have 
had a long interview with the Tibetan 
envoys. But whether this gives any special 
significance to the concluding remark in the 
article to which we have been alluding it is 
difficult to say; it is not safe to deduce 
too much from either official or semi 
official, wnuch less from individual expres- 
sions of policy from Russian politicians. 
We quote, however, the final words, 
if merely as a mutter of interest: “ Know- 
“ing, then, the truth regarding the pretended 
“gravitation of the Lhassa hierarchy 
“towards Russia, one asks oneself whether 
“indeed the Ambassadors have not been 
“sent to request us to interest ourselves 
“rather less or in a less aggressive form in 
“the destiny of a ceuntry which, through 
“its geographical position, is certain to

ANQGLO-JAPANESE RELATIONS. 
—- ———- - — 
(Daily Press, 9th August.) 


Lord LanspowNne's statement in the House’ 


of Lords on Tuesday as to the necessity of 
Great Britain maintaining most cordial 
relations with Japan is interesting as being 
the most authoritative declaration on this 
point made in either House of Parliament 
for a long time. Whatever may have been 
the feeling of the majority of Englishmen 
toward Japan before the China-Japan War 
— Most writers agree that the expectation, 
though possibly not the hepe, in Britain 
wie that China would be victorious—it is 
certain that the result of the war was to 
induce an entirely different attitude of mind 
toward Jupanese progress, It was nv longer 
open to say that Japan's remodeling of her 
army and cunstruction of her navy on 
European lines was merely superficial. The 
rapidity of the Island Empire's success was 
so marked that it was clear that. the Oriental 
method of warfare has given place to the 
new style without impairing the martial 
energy of the people, The eves of the whole 
world were then turned to Japan, and the 
presence of a new factor in Far Eastern 
polities had to he recognised. The way in 
which the European Powers turned the 
changed state of affairs to their own 
advantage “is too well known to require 
comment. Russia with her usual diplomatic 
ability made a substantial goiu at no 
cost to herself. France a Germany 
supported her, and Great Britain looked 
ou, while her stateamen made am. 
able remarks about Russia's claims to 
An ice-free port. Japan, however, though 
robbed of a large part of the spoila of 
victory, was henceforward in a very different 
position from that which she had ever 
occupied before, nnd the possibility of her 
alliance with any of the Powers was no 
longer in‘onceivable. There was oven at 
this period vo want of advocates for a closer 
union between Great Britain and Japan, but. 
unfortunately the grossly exaggerated 
stories, for the most part circulated by 
people who had not been on the spot, of 
Japanese barbarity after victory had con- 


siderable weight with the home public. 
The events of 1900-1901 have nue tened 
the world as te the boasted superior 1uman- 


ity of European warfare, and it is not likely 
that critics will again have the cournge—to 
dignify the quality by such ao namo--to 
compare tho behavieur of Japanese troops 
unfavourably with those of other civilised 
nations. The question of Occidental and 
Japanese relations has therefpre, we may 
hope, been cleared for ever oKcant. The 
handling and conduct of the Japancse army 
has been the admiration of those who 
fought with it as allies, and military critics 
have not been slow to express their opinions, 
It cannot therefore been wondered that the 
Powers bave all been reconsidering the sub- 
ject of their relations with Japan. 

Lord Lanspowne, in his reply to Lord 
Spencer, remarked that it was all the more 
easy for Great Britain to maintain cordial 
relutions, iuasmuch as Japanese policy was 
similar to British, referring of course to the 
constantly expressed desire of both nations 
for the maintenance of the “ open door" in 
China and the freei:g of Chinese trade 
generally ‘from the numberless hindrances 
which at present act so prejudicially on it. 
It caunot be denied that the interests of 
Britain and J: in China run very much 
in the same direction, and that there is 
roore reason for intimate relations between 
the two nations than between Japan and 
any other Power. Nevertheless it must 
not be forgotten that there are various 
points on whith there is a divergence of

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


-_——- 
(Daily Press, 6th August.) ; 
The brief announcement made by Reuter 
on the last day of July, to the etfect that 
the House of Commons had authorised a 
loan of two millions sterling as Creat 
Britain’s share of’ the cost of tho Pacific 
cable, marks the commencement of a fresh 
era in the history of telegraphic communica- 
tion. This cable, which must not be: 
confused with the projected cable across the : 
Pacific from. San Francisco vid Honolulu, 
to Japan and thence to Manila, is the line 
proposed by Sir Sanprorp Fiemina in 
October, 1898, to the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. It will commence at Vancou- 
ver, and cross the Pacific to Australia. 
The first station will be at Fanning Island, 
the second at Fiji, and the third at Norfolk 
Island ; at the latter point it is intended to 
bifurcate, one branch extending to New 
Zealand, the other to the eastern coast of 
Australia. This line is one of supreme im- 
portance both to the British Empire and to 
trade, Itis intended as the first link in a vast 
acheme for inaugurating an Imperial system 
of telegraphy. Sir Sanprorp FLEMINna 
urges very strongly that, like the post- 
offices, the telegraph lines should be state- | 
owned, and he boldly advocates further 
cables to connect with the British lines 
existing, which would then not only girdle 
the globe but enable the Government to 
reduce the telegraphic rates to such a point 
as to bring its advantages within the means 
of all.

Opium, though 
the value of its import increased from 1899 
to 1900, showed a falling off of some 850 
chests, and taking the records of the past 
ten years we find that Chinese competition 
is telling heavily against the Indian trade. 
The drug placed on the market by the 
Yuanan and Szechuan growers bids fair to 
oust’ the foreign drug from the Chinese 
market. 

The bulk of articles exported to foreign 
countries are shipped to meet the demand 
of Chinese emigrants to the Straits, America, 
and our own colony. Only feathers, hair, 
hemp, sugar, tea, tobacco, and sundries, 
amounting in all to some £300,000, are 
claimed as destined for European use ; but 
“there is also the amount shipped to Hong- 
kong of goods eventually meaut for foreign 
use and manufacture. The three largest 
exports to other Chinese ports are sugar, 
native cloth, and tobacco, and of these 
sugar, the chief staple, showed a large fall- 
off in 1900, owing to the closing of the 
northern ports. 

The main feature of the year’s shipping 
was the decrease in tonnage and numbers 
of visiting vessels of all nations except the 
Japanese, who showed a large increase. 
The gain of Japan was at the expense of 
Great Britain and amounted to sume 132 
steamers entered and cleared. The Japanese 
development. of Formosa and the subsidised 
Osaka Steamship Co.’s line from that island 
to Hongkong, vid Foochow, Swatow and 
Amoy, have produced this result. The only 
satisfactory point for British traders is that 
the bean-cake and bean carrying trade 
from Chefoo and Newchwang, formerly 
conducted by German and Norwegian 
sailing. ships, is now done by the more 

acious British steamers. On the other, 
the transfer of the Scottish Oriental line to 
German hands has made the coolie-carrying 
trade to Bangkok entirely German. The 
emigration trade in general works smoothly, 
and Mr. Scorr attributes this to the care of 
the Singapore and Sumatra governments 
who supervise the trade. 

The report concludes by calling attention 

to the-continued development of inland 
steam navigation. Six British and six 
Chinese launches ran successfully between 
Swatow and surrounding centres of trade 
and population in 1900. A large and better 
class of launch than formerly is now 
employed, which accounts for the fact that 
fewer trips were made in 1900 than in 1899, 
though the tonnage is but little less. 
There was no obstruction from lekin or 
other native officials. The Chinese author- 
ities, however, made no attempt to facilitate 
navigation by dredging or opening up water- 
ways, which indeed is not to be expected 
under the existing regimé in China. It is 
to be hoped that future reports willbe able 
to chronicle an alteration in this attitude of 
the-officials, which in the Swatow district, 
as elsewhere, does so much to check the 
advance of Chinese trade.

‘I strongly endorse the recommendation. All 
these men ought to be decently housed free 
of cost to them.’ As the office copy of the F.P. 

is bound up, I have obtained the original from 
the C.S.0. anf attach it and a copy of the 
minutes of the members on the circulating 
cover of the M.O.H.’s letter.” 

The President minuted : “ A complete scheme 
is required before any progress can be made 
with this matter. The M.O.H. should draw up 
a list showing the number of houses required 
and the number of rooms in each, with any 
other facts. Unless it is considered necessary, 
none of them should be quartered in the central 
portion of the city.” ; 

Dr. Clark minuted in reply. “In my opinion 
each house should have four rooms, and they 
should be built two stories high, thus making 
two rooms on the ground floor for living pur- t 
poses and two rooms on the upper floor for 
sleeping purposes, with a balcony on the upper 
floor. Coolie-quarters should be separated from 
the house by a yard. In is essential that 
the inspectors should live in or near their 
districts, and therefore some of the houses 
must be in the centrel part of the city—~Tai- 
pingshan for preference. The quarters most 
urgently required are—(1) A house for the new _ 
inspector at the Kennedytown slaughter-house, 
(2) a house close to the Hunghom slaughter- 
house (3) houses in To‘pingshan. So far a; 
East Point is concerned, it would probably 
pay the Government best to purchase one or 
two houses in that neighbourhood from private 
owners, unless they prefer to rent them on lon 
eases. Nearly all the men are married, 
and therefore barracks are out of the question. 
As there are at present twenty-four inspectors, 
therefore twenty-four houses are at present 
required.” 

Dr. Atkinson minuted: “I concur with the 
M.O.H. It is absolutely necessary that some 
of the inspectors should live in the central part 
of the town, and I would suggest that these be 
erected first, and as soon as possible, seeing 
there is plenty of vacant space in the resumed 
area of Tsipingshan.” 

The PRESIDENT said these papers had been 
circulated amongst the members of the Board, 
and, as would bo seen, the Medical Officer of 
Health had submitted a list of inspectors and 
stated how many houses it was necessary to 
provide for them. The propcsal was to pro- 
vide a separate house for sach inspector, but 

hat, to the President's mind, iavolved a scheme 
which woald be found to bo very expensive. 

Mr. May was afraid he could not agree with 7 
the scheme, which he underatood recommended 
the Government to build a four-roomed house for 
each inspector. To begin with, it was not every 
inspector who was married, and again, there was 
a certain class of women ised as ineligible 
to live in married quarters. Therefore the ques- 
tion certainly required reconsideration. To his 
mind there ought to be s certain percen of 
married quarters given, and the rest of the

President becauso I think this matter has 
already been discussed, and I believe the 
majority” of the members generally were of 
opinion that it would be to the interest of 
the colony if these inspectors were properly 
housed. It would be to the interest of the 
colony if we could get o superior class of 
inspectors, and make it worth while for good 
men to come out from home. No man will 
come out from home on the present pay of in- 
spectors, with a nominal allowance of $30 a 
month for house rent. Therefore, if you want 
good men, you must either pay them more or 
provide them with decent, respectable quarters. 
These men in the past have been housed 
in ordinary Chinese houses situated in 
crowded, filthy Chinese slums. It is not 
conducive either to the health or welfare 
of the colony that they shonld be housed like 
Chinese. You caunot compare these men to 
the police servants. The police, the military, 
and the gaol servants are under a great deal 
more control than these men are. 

Mr. Bkewin—Hear, hear. 

Mr. OsBoRNE—These men have to go out 
alone, they: have great powers thrast upon them, 
and you want men of discretion who can beat 
use these powers. In the gnol, and police, and 
military almost every unit has got a superior 
officer immediately over him; these men have 
not. ThereforeI say you want a better class 
of men than you have for the gaol, police, or 
military. 

After further remarks from Mr. May the 
motion was put to the meeting and carried 
Mr. Osborne voted against it.

CLEANSING OF CHINESE HOUSES. 

Further correspondence was laid on the 
table dealing with the cleansing of Chineso 
houses. The file had been referred back to 
the Board by H.E. the Governor with reference 
to a minute by Mr. A. W. Brewin, Registrar- 
General. Tha minute, which was dated 16th 
July and was addressed to the Colonial Secre- 
tary, was as follows :—“The general cleansing 
you referred to in your minute of Srd July, 
1901, was carried out every six months at times

cleansings were that (1) an effort was mado at - 
intervals to persuade the Chineee to go in for 
special cleansing (2), the times selected were 
suited to the idiosyncrasies of the Chinese (3), 
the cleansing throughout the City was 
simultaneous. In my opinion, the action which 
the Board invites me to take will have no usefal 
result, The whitewashing in each district is 
spread over two months; there is therefore no 
simultaneous cleansing; and any notices issued 
by the Registrar-General will not fall 
as it were, but may refer to something which is 
to happen in a month or six weeks. Further, 
the times selected in each district are those 
which suit the Board and not the Chinese 
population. ‘lhe Registrar-Gonoral's notices 
would be issued six times a year instead of twice, 
and would therefore lose much of their force.” 
MESSRS. BUTTERFIELD AND SWIRE'S PLAGUE 
HOSPITAL—INSPECTUR KOBERTSON'S 
BEPORY. 
Correspondence was submitted frum Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire Beir nt to Ins 


Robertson's report on their letter dated 10t 
June. ‘that letter, it mdy be remembered, con 
tained reference to a “distressing incide it" 
connected with the death of s woman at Quarry 
Bay, whose body was removed to Kennedytown 
by the Sanitary Board officials during the 
absence of the husband, who had gone to 
procure a coffin and bearers. - 

Briefly, Inspector Robertson's report was 
to the following effect:—(1) The woman died 
in ths hospital, and not at Gi Bay. (2) 
‘lhe body was removed by the ospital officials. 

In their reply to that report, Messrs. 
Butterfield and swire forwarded to the Board 
copies of statements made by Dr. Kwan, who 
saw the body of the deceased woman, Mr. 
Chan Fai Kwong, « student at the Quarry 
Bay hovpital, and Mr. George Morphow, also 
connected with the hospital, both of whom were 
aware of the circumstances connect.d with the 
removal of the body. Mr. Chan Fai Kwong 
stated that he told an Indian sergeant who 
wanted tu remove the body that he could not 
do it unless be had the husband's permission. 
The sergeant answered—“Never mind the 
husband ; if he comes tell him that I removed 
the body.” 

Mr. Morphew, in bearing out this statement, 
said that when he arrived at the hospital he 
was told that the se t insisted on taking 
the bodies away, and that tho student in charge, 
seeing that further protests were usuless, gavo 
the coolies the two alips of paper that aro 
usually attached tu bodies taken away. 

The Secretary minuted that he did not seo 
that the correspondence submitted by Mesers. 
Butterfield and Swire proved that Inspector 
eons report was rot in accordanve with 
acts. 

Mr. May minuted: “It is perfectly clear 
that the bodies were nu¢ removed by tho 8.B. 
officials in the distressing manner desc.ibed in 
Messrs. B. & 8.'s hysterical letter to the Press 
(sic). But they haven't the courage to admit it.” 

SANITARY SURVEYOR'S APPLICATION FOR 

LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 

It was intimated that H. k. the Governor 
had approved an application from Mr. J. J 
Bryan, Sanitary Surveyor, for seven weeks’ 
leave of absence. 

Mr. Bryan stated in his letter to the Board 
that since bis arrival in the Colony in August, 
1897, he had only had five days’ leave, that he 
usually had to work on Bank and Government 
holidays, and that for the last two months he 
had been under tho treatment of Dr. Lamort 
for nervous debility.

In this 
connection how could he? But his letters 
and actions are admissions: of entire want of 
confidence in the statements of his subordinate 
trio of experts, who proclaim the triumphant 
progress of sanitation in Hongkong “ during 
the last twenty years,” and who represent— 
unconvincingly to the sufferer it is trae—that 
everything Officially that can b3 done has been 
done~ to place it in a thorough sanitary 
condition. The community will unhesitatingly 
agree with His Excellency, however much they 
may admire the great ability, magnificent 
resourcefulness and supreme audacity of the 
three apologists. 

It has heen suggested that this is not 
the time for recrimination ; and one local 
journal has good-naturedly withheld much 
criticism in consequenc3, It would have been 
well if the Officials responsible for the Memor- 
anda had followed this example: it would have 
been bettor still had they kept before them the 
inestimable virtues of accuracy in statement 
and of sympathy with a good cause; for they 
were well aware that the Petitioners had but 
one object—the prosperity of the colony —and 
that the Petition was drafted with an earnest 
and studied desire to avoid offence and person- 
alities. Had the case of the Petitioners been 
presented as vigorously as the subject de- 
served, there was much room for robust 
language and direct censure. Seeing the 
Petitioners have not had the opportunity 
of forwarding a reply to and with the Official 
statements, it is only proper that the Memor- 
anda shonld be dealt with, however inefficient- 
ly; otherwise, in future years it may be 
quoted as a compilation of facts. In the in- 
terests of equity and truth this would indeed be 
sad, though it may be admitted that many facts 
are contained therein, and—o good many facts 
have been carefully omitted. 

The first thing that presents itself for ob- 
servation is a letter of H.E. the Governor, 
dated 5th July, 19/1. .The moderation of His 
Excellency, hte marked sympathy with the 
Potitioners, and his evident earnest desire to 
undertake what may be essential to eradicate 
plague and other infectious diseases, have im- 
pressed most people. It is to be regretted that 
the gentlemen he engaged to rebut the state- 
ments in the Petition were not as reason- 
able. Unlike them H-.E. is evidently open 
to conviction. Recognising the serious con- 
dition of affairs, he requests the services 
of an expert. This, of course, had been 
suggested revious to H.E.'s_ dispatch— 
in the third letter of “ Scrutator" (a copy of 
which had been sent to the Colonial Office a 
month before) in numerous Press telegrams, 
and in the local newspapers. Therefore H.E. is 
to be praised for his prompt and sympathetic 
action in response to the manifest wish of tho 
community. It isa tribute also to the utility 
of the local Press, which Officials are not apt to 
recognise until somewhat late in the day. 

In par. 3, H.E. points out. that he has 
“ observed some mysterious connection between 
rinderpest and plague.” H.E. is probably 
nuaware that this was threshed out in 1896, 
when Staff-Surgeon Wilm identified the bacillus 
of plague end rinderpest as the same, 8 state- 
ment which unfortunately was completely 
disproved by Koch during his researches in 
South Africa. : 

In sub-section /f), H.E. describes the Tung 
Wa Hospital as “an excellent charitable 
institution supported entirely by the Chiuese. 
This hospital is in receipt of o large Govern- 
ment grant. In_ par. 5, when the health 
of the only trained sanitary inspector broke 
down, H.E. ‘recommended the appointment 
of an assistant medical officer of health.” For 
two years the Sanitary Board have been urging 
the appointment of an assistant to Dr. Clark. 

In par. 6, it is stated that the public Press 
published letters and rouse i 
the alarm.” A ntly this is a reference 
the Seis sod wrrreapeadencs which appeared 
in the newspa pointing out the existence 
of grave scandals, the apsthy of the Govern- 


service (Chater Road). The results show that 
the water in‘each case is of excellent quality.

and the Government naturally did not appreciate 
the publication of the {rao state of affairs. 
The Government was not slow to-avail itself of 
several good suggestions made by that same 
newspaper correspondence, though its feenle and 
radic efforts had but little part in causing 
the gradual disappearance of the epidemic. 
The Military Authorities did likewise, but 
unlike the Government, have not hesitated to 
acknowledge such indebtedness. 

In par. 7, H.E. refers to his possible theory 

that the plague epidemic is due to atmospheric 
condition, which is somewhat analogous to the 
idea that malaria is due to mists. Theré are 
but fow laymen who dara venturo to discuss 
the clinical aspects of plague, and H.E.'s 
courage in doing 80 is worths of admiration if 
unsafe for general emulation.. Personally the 
writer favours H.E.'s “ atmospheric theory "— 
that is in Hengkong—for if HE. in his rambles 
will get within even a thirty yards’ radius of 
one of the shafts of our local drains—the system 
of which we are told is so perfect—he will be 
at once convinced that not only plague but 
many other deadly diseases are” traceable to 
Hongkong’s “ atmospheric condition.” 
' HE. surely cannot be eeuiane in writing “I- 
have no reason to believe that the sanitary staff* 
are not doing their duty faithfully?” If s0, 
then he is an unconscious humourist. The 
sanitary staff is so absolutely insufficient—and 
inefficiont—that as the Petitioners pointed ont 
“a Sanitary Inspector takes fwo months 
to visit thoroughly his health district, a duty 
which should be done daily, and there is but 
one Inspector for the whole of the markets in 
the colony.” HE. goes on, “and if they are, 
then with the large powers wiven to the M.O.H. 
there should not be in Hongkong a house 
unfit for habitation, nor should any house bo 
permitted to continue in an insanitary state.” 
‘With due deference and respect to H.E., this may 
be described as absolute nonsense. H.E. should 
know-——and as Mr. May once pointed out, it is 
the duty of a Governor to know—that houses 
unfit for human habitation have been repeatedly 
‘closed by the Sanitary Board and illegally 
reoccupied under the nose of the police. 
There are numbers of houses absolutely in- 
sanitary which the law cannot tongs and the 
Government knows well that half the Chiness 
buildings in the colony are insanitary owing to 
the habits of the Chine .2, the majority of whom 
do not hesitate to use down rain-pipes, oven 
closely gdjoining their ney OS urinals 
and Wes, and jam filth and fubbish into 
pipes not intended to receive it. The report 
on Hunghom, page 17, is eloquent comment 
on H.E.'s statement. 

In connection with H.E. having ordered 
wheeled ambulances, replacing the cots slung on 
poles, it must be remembered that the Sanitary 
Board asked for launches and ambulances, hut 
could not get them ‘om account of expense, 
and ambulances were finally given on the 
strong memorandum sent in b Dr. Bell. 

In par. 9, H.E. diplomati ly ‘remarks that 
he “obtained from Major-General Gascoigne 
the services of Dr. Stewart of the Indian 
Medical Service to relieve Dr. Thomson from 
his duties as medical officer of the gaol, so that 
his entire time should be devoted to. plague 
work.” Those who read “ Scrutator's" third * 
article will recollect the criminal negligence 
which was pointed out in connection with the 
Plague Hospital,and though it may be quite trne 
H.E. applied for Lieut. Stewart, 1.M.8., yet 
HE. omits to state that Lieut. Stewart never 
acted as gaol surgeon but was acting assistant 
in the Civil Hospital, from the carly part of 
the year. Dr. Lamort, a French physician, was 
gazetted for duly at the gaol, two days after 
the article desoribing the scandal appeared, and 
iy still so acting. This error is made in two 
places in the book, and suggests a timidity in 
giving further publicity to the engagement of

THE OFFICIAL EXPLANATION. 

The pleasure of roading the Official explana- 
tion concerning the (in)sanitary condition of this 
colony has unfortunately so far been limited 
to a few. The correspondence between the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Government, 
the Petition of the Residents to the Right 
Hon. the Principal Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and the reply to that Petition pre- 
pared by local officials, dealing with the sanita- 
tion of the colony, have been collected and 

blished in, the form of a blne-book. This 

k is made up of sixty-four foolscap folio 

ages — sayeuly of small type—and is thus a 
ormidable «volume, considering the subject 
matter, for the average reader to tackle. Had 
the book been printed on octavo pages and in 
large and more convenient type, it would have 
been roughly equal in bulk to a colonial novel; 
in fact sume of the Official statements are 
really entertaining fiction, but the subject 


chapters. Published in such a form, with the 
ingertion of a few vivid allegorical illustrations 
depicting the wicked Unoflicials triumphant in 
the enormity of their wickedness, and half-tone 
photographs of unreasonable newspaper editors 
—the alleged real and sole opponents to and 
frustrators of the progress of Sanitation in 
Hongkong—the book would have been of intrinsic 
value and provided a permanent royally for its 
authors. Its value would have been even further in- 
creased by the inclusion of facsimile autographs 
of those three worthy, though despondent, 
Officials, who in the face of continuous Un- 
Official opposition, and retarded by an apathetic 
community, have so nobly brought the Sanitary 
system of Hongkong to that sublime state of 

rfection they represent it to be in to-day. 

his would have completed a volume which 
would, like the speeches of one of them, have 
justified its claim to “go down to posterity.” 
What an opportunity lost to an enterprising 
publisher ! 

It is consoling, however, to learn that the 
blue-book, which was apparently rushed through 
in order to be sent home with the Petition, will 
beer printed in an improved form; and thus all 
will have an opportunity of reading it—that is, 
those who may possess enough public spirit to 
so desire. I recommend it for derout Sabbath 
perusal. 

The book is an extremely able production, 
apart from technical defects, and the joint- 
authors are to be heartily congratulated on 
having pole a volume worthy of their 
uuited efforts and abilities. Few of its readers 
will be ungenerous enough to suppose that the 
authors individnally and personally believed

ikewise, in a private capacity, the fairness 
of the authors would at once be ques- 
tioned; for the extent of their resource in 
explanation is only excelled by their great 
ingenuity in evasion.

Professional men were ever thus opposed to 
the investigations of the layman, but the 
pursiance of such studies, even if tho 
ultimate conclusions be denied acceptance, is 
worthy of much praise, and such devotion ex- 
hibits an carnest desire to do something for 
the benefit of an afflicted community. Un- 
fortunately this is the age of specialists, and it 
may be argued that H.E.'s energies might be

hae and the investigation of plague left in the | ¢ 


ands of those trained to deal with it. The 
expected arrival of the new bacteriologist should, 
however, set at rest an anxiety on this point. 

H.E.’s covering letter of 18th July, 1901, 
addressed to Mr. Chamberlain, there is only 
one paragraph that need be referred to, as the 
other statements are taken from the Official 
Memoranda, to which I intend to refer in a 
second article. 

In par. 2, H.E. “fears the signatories 
to the Petition were not acquainted with the 
facts." It may be fairly pointed out that to their 
regret the majority of the Potitioners had cz. 
pertenced the facts contained in the Patition : 
and, furthermore, that in the Official ex. 
planation of the one “ terrible difficulty " among 
others that the colony is placed in, none of

H.M.8. “GLORY” 8TRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 
A thunderstorm of exceptional violence, 
accompanied by a gale of wind and torrential 
rains, raged throughout on the 4th inst. Since 
on the Sth inst, the weather had been unsettled 
and squally, and bad givon indications of the 
proximity of a typhoon, Toward Sanday after- 
noon appearances © even more uanpromis. 
ing, and as the day closed in everything pointed 
to s rough night. By eleven o'clock. lig tning, 
followed by deatanigg peals of thunder, was 
playing freely und the wind blowing « gale, 
while dechohing rain fell. causing tho streets 
to be almost entirely desorted at an early hour. 
The storm reached its height between four 
and five o'clock on the 5th inst, when the 
lightning flashes were very frequent and 
vivid, lighting up the whole city and harbour 
and revealing everything as clearly as though 
it were mid-day.

Mr. A. R. Burkhill, Hon. See of the China

The China League, 17th June, 1901. 

My Lord,— The Honorary Secretary of the 
China Association has couttoausly handed me 
copies of telegrams which have buen addressed 
to the London Committee of that Association 
is its Eastern Branches seeeaing the project 
of restoring the Chinese Customs tariff te an 
effective 5 per cent., together with copy of » 
memorandum examining the circumstances of 
the case, dated the 2nd June. (Copies en- 
closed.) 

The Committee of the China League wishes 
to place on record its entire agreament with the 
Shanghai and Hongkong Committees of the 
China Association in their objection to any 
increaso in the import tariff at the present 
moment, and to protest against any concession 
being mado (o China in the matter of tariff 
increase whilst the grievances of British traders 
remain uorclieved. 

It is admitted in principle that China is 
entitled, under tho treaties, to an offective 5 
per cent. import tariff. but British traders are 
equally entitled to an effective and operative 
24 por cent. transit duty, which «hall frve their 
merchandise from “all further charges whatso- 
ever, and to other tights obtained in treaties 
and conventions which China has nullified in 
practice. 

Tho one claim is as incontestable as the other. 

The China League, however, denies the 
justice of China's ‘claim to hor treaty right of 
an offective 5 per cent. import tariff, so long as 
other obligations towards foreign trade in the 
Tientsin Treaty remain unfulfilled. 

Further, revision of the tariff to be satisfac- 
tory mast be exhaustive, well-considered and 
suited to meet the present conditions of trade.

It may be 
objected, of course, that this would be to attack 
sources of revenue of which the Authorities 
stand more than ever in need. The objection 
might be met in so far as the Provincial 
Governments are concerned by recognising the 
fact that Inland dues are a Provincial perquisite 
and that the stipulated 24 per cent. commutation 
belongs therefore to the Provincial Exchequer. 
The ciation has long maintained that the 
absorption into the Imperial Customs Revenue 
of the revenue derived from Transit Passes is 
largely responsible for the hostility which has 
been shown to them by the local officials. 
It may be rejoined, of course, that this would 
still be a financial juggle ; and that the Imperial 
resources would be diminished pro tanto if the 
rinciple were effectively recognised by provid- 
ing that the Transit Dues shall in future be 
paid to the Provincial Governments to whom 
they belong. 

Two reflections however suggest ee : 
—(1) That the Imperial revenue would be 
measurably recouped by the expansion that 
might be anticipated it \trade were relieved 
from embarrassing impésts. (2) That an 
mL Reece of inland taxation—as one method 
of meeting foreign exactions—may be anticipat- 
od unless countervailing precautions be taken. 

A parallel line of thought suggests the 
question why the import tariff only should be 
restored to an effective 5 per cent. The export 
duty on silk is as much below parity as the 
import duty on shirtings. That on tea is 
extravagantly in excess, having been purposely 
left untouched at a time (before the genesis of 
the trade in India and Ceylon) when China had 
a monopoly, and it was thought no harm could 
ensue from high taxation. Both are subjected, 
moreover, to heavy inland taxation, and on the 
recognised principle that a country pays for 
its imports with its exports, a rectification of 
the burdens on produce with a view to promot- 
ing export trade would seem as desirable as a 
a baal of the import dues. 

The questions indicated may be far-reaching, 
but they come within the four corners of the 
present treaty; nor is the list exhaustive.

without obtaining concessions in return. Also, 
to receive your Lordship'x assurance that 
before any aldliien beyond the Treaty rate of 
3 per cent. is agreed to, care will be taken to 
ascertain the views of those interested in the 
China trade. My Committee aro satisfied 
that these assurances will be as welcome to the 
Chambers of Commerce (to whom I an com- 
municating them) and to commercial community 
generally, as they are to the China League. 

I have now merely to emphasise, on behalf 
of the League, the following points in con- 


| nection with an increased import duty :— 


The right to an effective five per cent. import 
tariff is conferred on the Imperial Government 
by treaty; the full enjoyment of that right 
entails upon that Government the obligation 
of fulfilling as fully and as honestly the rights 
to which British traders are entitled ander the 
samo truaties. 

The League claims briefly that all treaty 
provisions shall have full effect given to them, 
not only those favouring the Imperial Govern- 
ment, but also those on which foreigners rely 
in their commercial intercourse with natives. 

Of firet importance is the right conferred on 
British traders by the Tientsin treaty to convey 
imports from a port to an inland market, and 
native produce from the interior to a port for 
foreign export under transit passes and oa 
payment of two and a half per cent. transit 
duty, free from all further charge whatever. 

our Lordship must be as fully conversant 
as the League is, with other rights which remain 
unfulfilled by the Imperial Government, or 
which have been nallified in practice. 

If the concessions which your Lordship 
mentions as being under the consideration of 
the representatives of the Powers in Peking 
result in making operative the undoubted 
rights of British traders under our treaties 
with China, the increase in the import duty 
will be cheerfully accepted by those interested 
in the China trade.

81n,— Whose business is it to look after the | 
places along the roads, both on the lower levels 
and in the Peak District? It should be the 
duty of the Afforestation Department, I 
imagine, but it is clear that no one pays any 
attention to the waste places or endeavours to 
keep down the rank vegetation go prolific of . 
moequitoes and flies. l along the sides of 
the paths and roads several intrusive and 
pernicious weeds have sprung up which 
threaten, if not promptly checked, tu 
overrun the colony. Among these the sen- 
sitive plant—an imported nunisance—is os- 
cially to be remarked. It grows and spreads 
itself with amazing rapidity, and takes a most 
tenacious hold of the soil. It is, in many 
laces, choking the turf, and is of a decidedly 
bleh ting and mischievous habit, being also 
thorny. A weed that bears a rather ugly blue 
flower is also much.in evidonce wherever there 
is any moisture. Several other plants—im- 
ported weeds from other evar be {o be 
rooted vigorously up. Jat who will do it? 
In the absence of Mr. Ford, who will undertake 
this work? The Afforestation Department is 
sadly undermanned, but a body of coolies, under 
a gardener's supervision, could carry out such 
atask. Will not His Excellency the Governor— 
who is, I believe, a sworn foe to unopheles— 
give the necessary orders for these weeds to be 
exterminated, together with the too present 
convolvulus, the removal of dead branches, 
decaying vegetation, and other unsightly and 
unwholesome matter P—Yours, ate., 
AN ENEMY TO WEEDS. 
P.S.—1 think a little attention might also be 
given to the very useful gas-pipe rails which 
are provided in somo —though unfortunately not 
all—of the dangerous places on the Peak roads, 
These should be frequently tarred or painted. 
Owing to long neglect, one of these railin 
(near the Mount Austin Burracks) is simply 
falling to pieces from rast corrosion.

The scale is absurd, and if, as the Shanghai 
writer states, ‘the sharebroker thera fatteus on 
his 1] per cent. commission from the original 
seller and a poeibie secuud commission of 1 
per cent. on the resale, to say nothing of future 

oxsibilities in brokerage from a diligent track- 
ing of these identical shares," what unnecessary 
profits the sharebroker here must be making 
at the expense of tho general public when 
chasing round the town u few hundred Provi- 
dents, Jelebus and such stocks ! 

Tam well uware that the broker in Hongkong 
may consider himself underpaid when putting 
through transactions in Docks, Banks, Lands, 
Unions and a few other big stocks, but as a rule 
here he makes a good deal more than 1 per cent. 
commission on his transactions, and the principal 
who takes a moderate risk and only looks for- 
ward to a moderate profit is a good deal worse 
off here than in Shanghai. 

There is a remedy, of course, for the princijal, 
and that is to leave the small stocks alone as 
much as possible, as, other thingx being equal, it 
is distinctly more favourable to the investor to 
buy (say) 10 Docks, value £3,000, and pay $10 
brokerage, when buying and selling, than to buy 
(say) 250 Electrics, value 83,U0(), and pay 875 
brokerage.

Commerce should insist on a more equitable

A MULTIFARIOUS INDICTMENT. 


Li Yung was charged on an indictment of 
fourteen counts with (1) poteining money by 
false pretences, and (2) uttering an publishing 
a forged and counterfeited writing with intent 
to defraud. Mr. J. J. Francis, K.C. (instructed 
by Mr. J. F. Reece, solicitor), defended. 


When the prisoner had been charged, vouusel 
for the defence asked His Lordship to quash the 
indictment on the ground that there were com- 
bined in the indictment severul entirely separate 
charges of different dates, in connection with 
different persons, and involving different pro- 
perties and amounts—totally separate and in- 
dependent transactions having no connection one 
with another. Although by law the Attorney- 
General was undoubtedly at liberty to combine 
in one indictment charges with reference to a 
number of separate offences or misdemeanours, 
it was not the practice of the Court to allow 
such an indictment. The same rule} prevailed, 
and had prevailed for many years, in England. 
Mr. Francis then went over the counts of the 
indictment, classifying them in their relation- 
ship or otherwise to each other, and contended 
that the obvious course was for the prosecution 
to quash the proceedings or to elect a chargo 
upon which to try the prisoner. 


His Lordship— What counts do you object to! 

Mr. Francis—I1 object to count 2 in the first 
instance, and to counts 5, 7, 10, 11, and 13. 

Counsel quoted extensively from various 
authorities,.and, concluding, said that no charge 
should be brought before the Criminal Sessions 
by-indictment unless there had been a full and 
proper investigation at the Police Court of the 
subject matter of that indictment. Thero had 
been no such investigation before the Magis- 
trate, and, further, the charges at the Police 
Court were made under a different Ordinance 
and under a different Section from the charges 
now before His Lordship. 

Mr. Pollock replied at equal length. He 
argued that the Attorney-General had power 
to institute such proceedings as to him might 
seem legal and proper, and to determine the 
precise nature of the charge to be based on the 
evidence taken at the Police Court. It had 
very frequently happened that the Attorney- 
General brought charges into that Court which 
did rot correspond with tho charges laid in 
the Police Court. The matter, in short, was 
simply one for the discretion of the Attorney- 
General. With regard to the joinder of ths 
different counts in the indictment. counsel 
referred His Lordship to Sub-Section 3, tection 
19, of the Criminal Procedure Ordinance, which 
provides thatany number of gounts may be joined 
in the same indictment when these counts have 
reference to the same charge. That Section 
clearly showed that the quashing of the indict- 
ment would not be the correct course to pursue. 
‘The proper course, assuming that His Lordship 
came to the conclusion that all of those counts 
ought not to be brought together under one 
indictment, would be to separate some counts 
from. the others and proceed thereon. Mr. 
Pollock submitted, however, that tho different 
counts ought to be tried together, as 
the matters forming the subject of the 
fourteen counts in the indictment showed 
what might be called a course of dishonest 
conduct. on the part of the prisoner. It 
would not be proper to compartment off four 
r:) trandectl ons, and, taking one, say— 
«Well, this transaction is going to be con- 
sidered alone, and as regards other similar 
transactions wo won't enquire into them at 
all’. No harm ocoffid be done to the prisoner 


-with no experience of the law might be the one 
to decide what was a legal and proper course to— 


pursue. The Attorney-General's argament{s 
were utterly irrelevant to the point at issue, and 
he was endeavouring to secure a verdict on 
one charge by bringing four or five into the 
indictment. There would be a little bit of 
evidence in support of one and a little bit 
of evidence in support of another, and the 
jury would be asked to piece these fragments 
together and decide that the prisoner was 
guilty, Mr. Francis submitted that the case 
was one in which His Lordship should exercise 
his undoubted discretion and direct separate 
trials on each of the separate transactions 
alleged in the indictment. 


His Lordship decided not to quash the indict- 
ment, but was of opinion that the charges 
shonld be taken separately, as it would probably 
cause great embarrassment to take them in one 
trial. It would be left to the Attorney-General 
to decide what charges would be gone on 
with. 


Mr. Pollock—I shall take the first five counts, 
but I do not abandon the other counts in any 
senge at all. 

His Lordship—Oh no, not at all. 

The prisoner pleaded not guilty, and the 
following jurymen were om selled :—Messrs. 
R. G. Smithers, A. N. Huke, J. Galt, C. D. 
Hoppenberg, H. Burton, N. G. Meyer, and R. A. 
Dusta. 

In stating the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Pollock said the first, second, fourth and fifth 
counts of the indictment related to obtaining 
money by false pretences, and the third count 
to uttering and publishing a certain writing as 
true, with intent to defraud. It would be 
proved that the defendant, in February, 1900, 
sold a piece of land in the New ‘Territory to 
two persons for the sum of $5,00U, one of tho 
two taking two-thirds and the other tho remain- 
ing one-third. The allocation of the land was 
close to the Channel Rocks, and, as could be 
seen from the map exhibited, represented 
a considerablu strip. It would be proved 
by the buyers of the property that the 
defendant represented himself as being 
its sole owner, and that he produced a deed in 
proof. A certain Chinese official—the Chief 
Clerk at the Namtau District Magistracy— 
would be called to prove that that was forged. 
The date on the deed was some time in Decem- 
ber, 1864, but ifa man were trying to obtain 
property by forgery he would not be so foolish 
as to make a deed of recent date, as some 
suspicion might thereby attach to himself. 
There was therefore nothing very extraordinary 
in the deed being dated a good many years back. 
Bargain money for the property, to the amount 
of $1,000, was paid to the defendant in 
February, 1900, and on 16th May, 1900, was 
handed over the balance of $4,000. The de- 
fendant signed an assignment transferring 
the property to the two buyers; the assignment 
was prepared hy Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and 
Master, solicitors. With regard to the pro- 
perty, evidence would be produced to show 
that since its rale the defendant himself 
had made a statement in the Land Court 
as to tenants paying rent to the Li clan or 
family, aod not to him, thus showing tbat he 
was not the owner of the land at all. As for

The junk people then ran away, all except 
one old woman, and the defendant had never 
been seen since. Thus deserted, the boat 
unded, and coolies had to be obtained to 
ul her off. A steam launch was then 
hired to tow the cargo-boat, with the corpeo 
of the pony on board, down to Causeway 
Bay, where the animal was buried by Mr. 
Kennedy, of the Horse Repository. In view 
of these facts the defendant was charged with 
negligence in performing his agreement to 
carry the pony safely from the steamer to the 
Commissariat Pier. That agreement, “of 
course, implied the aldara ts the necessary 
tackle for the hoistin g of the pony, and the 
exercise of due care in the process, ‘I'he present 
action was commenced in the name of Captain 
Trefusis, and was so commenced on the 
authority of soveral cases doubtless within 
his Lordship’s knowledge. Captain Trefusis 
was the bailee of the pony, and the authorities 
in question showed that a bailee had power 
to sue for damages done to his bail, and to 
recover. Captain Trefusis, as bailee of the 
pony, had snffered some which he 
was entitled to recover from the defendant.

At half-past three on the day of the 
accident witness was called by a messenger, and 
on going to the Commissariat Pier saw the 
pony lying dead in the defendant's cargo- 
boat. The only person on board was an old 
woman. Witness looked round the jank, and 
saw a derrick attached to the mast, two blocks, 
and a wooden windlass—the tackle used in 
hoisting the pony. Part of the broken ro 
was hanging from the derrick and part was in 
the hold. The rope was greatly worn, witness 
caw on examining it. (Rope produced) The 
combined weight of the horse-box and pony 
might be halfaton. In its present condition 
witness was of opinion that the rope was 
unable to bear that weight. Word of the 
accident had been sent to Captain Trefusis, 
and witness waited till his arrival about two 
hours later. Captain. Trefusis then gave orders 
that the pony wes to be-sent down to Mr. 
Kennedy's stables for burial. During this 
time the cargo-boat had grounded, and witness 
had to engage some Army Service Corps 
boatmen to drag her off. He then hired a 
launch and had the cargo-boat towed to 
Causeway Bay. The longer portion of the ro 
was -to tow the boat off, and it broke 
twice during the operation. The expenses of 
Captain Trefusis in the matter were 310°40— 
$5 for varyne the pony, $3 for the launch, 
and $2'40 divided amongst the twelve coolies 
who pulled the cargo-boat off. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pontifex— Witness 
did not give any personal orders when the 
junk was engaged, and could not _there- 
fore say what orders were given. He saw 
the horse-box taken on board the cargo 
boat, but did not see the pony until after it 
was killed. Mr. Kennedy, who was to take 
charge of the animal, and “who came down 
expecting to get a live pony,” was 5 the Com- 
missariat Pier before witness. 

By the Court—The cargo-boat was towed off 
because it was likely to prove an obstruction to 
the Army Service Corps’ boat. The junk 

_ would not have gone ashore had it not waited 
_for Captain Trefusis’s arrival. Had the crew 
not rn away they could have kept it from 
grounding. 

A ‘Chinese coxswain in the Commissariat 
Department was next called.

Herr B, Krause arrived at Amoy on the 18th 
ult. from Shanghai by the C.M.S. Irene, and 
assumed charge of the Imperial German 
Consulate, relieving Dr. ranke, who left 
for home on the following day. 

A 8t. Petersburg telegram of the 2nd ult. 
says:—The finishing touches are being put to 
the Russian cruiser, Perelezi. When completed, 
the warship will be sent to the Far East. and 
will then be the most. powerful Russian vessel 
in Chinese waters. 

The following telegram reporting the dis- 
covery of a rock directly in the track of shipping 
between the Yangteze and Simonoseki has Neck 
received by the Naval Authorities, and is 
published in the Gazette:—“From Water. 
witch, Shanghai, lst \ugnst, 190]. Rock found 
eighteen feet latitude, 32.07 north; longitnde, 
125.11 east.” 

A recent issue of tle Wethatwe: Gazette 
contains au important announcement which 
should make a considerable difference to the 
rapidly increasing community.

Sir Fielding Clarke recently arrived in 
London from Jamaica, where he bas been Chief 
Justice for the last five years. He har been 
Attorney-General of Fiji, and remained at 
Suva till he became Chief Justice as well as 
Chief Judicial Commissioner for the Western 
Pacific. In 1888 he came to Hongkong as 
Puisne Judge, aud became Chief Justice of this 
Colony, from which he was eventua'ly translated 
to Jamaica. 

The farmers in the Foochow neighbourhood, 
according to the local Echo, have had another 
week of fine weather to gather in their rice 
crops. The work, however, is barely finished 
before they bogin to ory out for rain for the 
benefit of the second crops. Ivery irrigating 
machine ig kept constantly going, hut the 
absorption is so great through the cxtreme 
heat of the sun during the day that it is di Renlt 
to keep the fields even moist.
